The  Twenty-third  Annual  Session  of  the  Woman's 
Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania  will  open  Thursday, 
October  3d,  1872,  and  continue  twenty-two  weeks. 

In  making  this  Announcement,  the  Corporators  and 
Faculty  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  the  increase  of  their 
facilities  for  extended  medical  education,  as  well  as  the 
growing  prosperity  of  the  Institution.  The  "Progressive 
Course  "  of  study  introduced  three  years  ago  has  yielded 
most  satisfactory  results. 

In  the  College  Announcement,  March  1869,  the  plan 
was  proposed  in  these  words  : 

"A  demand  has  for  a  long  time  existed,  both  in  Europe 
and  in  this  country,  for  a  system  of  progressive  medical 
education.  The  plan  now  prevalent  involves  the  great 
evil  of  "  cramming"  too  many  branches  at  once.  For 
thorough  preparation  for  professional  duties,  not  only  is 
prolongation  of  attendance  at  college  and  hospital  im- 
portant, but  a  better  distribution  of  time  and  studies  is 
needed.  With  this  view,  we  propose  to  offer  to  our 
students  the  option  of  adopting  a  progressive  course. 

Hereafter,  those  attending  for  three  years  or  more,  may 
devote  their  time  altogether  during  the  first  year,  and  in 
part  during  the  second,  to  the  fundamental  branches  of 
Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Chemistry,  theo- 
retical and  practical. 
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Then  an  examination  (whose  results  are  to  be  recorded 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty),  may  relieve  them  of 
anxiety  concerning  these  branches.  The  third  year  may 
be  devoted  to  the  more  immediately  practical  subjects 
which  had  been  entered  upon  in  the  lectures  of  the 
second  year,  including,  besides  the  usual  courses  upon 
Therapeutics  and  Materia  Medica,  Practice  of  Medicine, 
Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Chil- 
dren, instruction  upon  ophthahnology,  auscultation,  and 
percussion,  microscopy,  and  such  other  special  teaching 
as  the  resources  of  the  College  and  Hospital  may  afford. 

Not  only  may  such  a  method  diminish  the  excessive 
labor  and  mental  strain  inseparable  from  attendance  on 
seven  or  more  parallel  courses  of  lectures  at  one  time, 
but  the  more  deliberate  plan  of  study  will  favor  thorough- 
ness and  maturity  of  knowledge." 

We  have  now  tested  this  progressive  order  of  study,  for 
three  years,  and  find  its  practical  workings  to  more  than 
justify  our  anticipations.  Each  year  a  number  of  stu- 
dents have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages,  and  the 
effect  has  been  shown,  not  only  in  the  fact  that  they 
have  retained  their  health  and  nervous  vigor,  but  that 
they  have  gained  in  mental  training  and  in  clearness  of 
knowledge. 

The  old  rules  still  prevail  for  those  who  desire  to  pur- 
sue their  studies  on  all  the  branches  at  once. 

The  "  Spring  Course "  of  instruction,  instituted  last 
year,  was  designed,  not  for  didactic  teaching,  but  to 
afford  students  opportunities  for  more  varied  practical 
knowledge  than  can  be  obtained  during  the  winter  term 
of  lectures,  as  well  as  for  examinations  on  the  subjects 
then  taught.  This  course  has  in  the  present  year,  been 
extended  and  more  fully  organized.*

Instruction  in  microscopy,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  J. 
Gibbons  Hunt,  has  become  a  decided  feature  of  our  Col- 
lege teaching.  Not  only  have  the  students  thus  been 
made  acquainted  with  the  minute  structure  of  organic 
tissues,  and  contrasted  their  pathological  with  their  physi- 
ological conditions,  but  they  have  also  been  enabled  to 
observe  for  themselves,  some  of  the  recondite  and  mar- 
velous processes  of  life  itself. 

Practical  Laboratory  work,  including  Toxicological 
Analysis  and  Urinalysis,  has  been  made  a  feature  of  the 
exercises  of  the  last  session ;  and  as  there  is  a  prospect  of 
more  improved  laboratory  accommodations,  this  depart- 
ment of  instruction  promises  to  take  an  important  place 
in  the  exercises  of  the  College. 

Extended  clinical  facihties  are  now  open  to  our 
students  on  every  side.  The  opportunities  at  the  Woman's 
Hospital  have  been  more  fully  methodized  than  hereto- 
fore, the  rich  wards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  have 
been  visited  weekly,  during  the  session,  while  the  dispen- 
sary in  Bedford  Street,  established  a  year  ago,  under  the 
immediate  medical  charge  of  a  graduate  of  this  school, 
has  furnished  excellent  advantages  to  a  few  of  our  class. 
Wills'  Hospital,  for  diseases  of  the  eye,  still  receives  our 
ladies  kindly,  and  the  new  "  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  In- 
firmary for  Nervous  Diseases,"  we  are  assured,  will  add 
to  their  clinical  advantages. 

While  thus  the  Corporators  and  Faculty  review  with 
pleasure  the  improvements  already  made,  they  are  deter- 
mined to  spare  no  efforts  to  increase  the  appliances  of  the 
College,  and  to  make  it  more  worthy  of  the  great  cause 
it  represents,  and  on  a  level  with  the  most  advanced 
methods  of  teaching  of  the  age.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 


1.  The  candidate  must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  ^ears, 
and  must  possess  respectable  literary  attainments. 

2.  The  candidate  must  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Medicine 
three  years,  and  been  during  that  time  the  private  pupil  for  two  years 
at  least,  of  a  respectable  practitioner  of  Medicine. 

(Six  months  spent  in  a  hospital  will  be  considered  equivalent  to  one 
year's  study  under  a  medical  practitioner.  The  Spring  Course  of  In- 
struction will  be  reckoned  to  those  who  avail  themselves  of  it  in 
addition  to  the  regular  winter's  course  of  lectures,  as  equivalent  to  one 
year  with  a  preceptor.) 

3.  The  candidate  must  have  attended  two  courses  of  Lectures  on  the 
following  subjects : — 

Chemistry  and  Toxicology. 

Anatomy  and  Histology. 

Materia  Medica  and  General  Therapeutics. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. 

Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children. 

She  must  also  have  taken  one  course  of  instruction  in  Practical 
Anatomy.  The  two  courses  of  lectures  must  have  been  attended  in 
different  years,  and  one  at  least  in  this  College. 

4.  The  application  for  the  degree  must  be  made  six  weeks  before  the 
close  of  the  session.  The  candidate,  at  the  time  of  application,  must 
exhibit  to  the  Dean  evidence  of  having  complied  with  the  above  require- 
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ments ;  she  must  also  present  the  graduation  fee,  and  a  thesis  on  some 
medical  subject  of  her  own  composition  and  penmanship,* 

5.  In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  the  Faculty  claim  the 
right  to  refuse  examination  to  an  applicant  on  the  ground  of  what 
they  deem  to  be  moral  or  mental  unfitness  for  the  profession, 

6.  Graduates  of  more  than  five  years'  standing  of  other  medical 
schools,  appa-oved  by  this,  will  be  admitted  to  the  lectures  free  of  ex- 
pense, except  the  cost  of  the  matriculation  ticket,  unless  they  should 
desire  to  graduate,  in  which  case  they  will  be  expected  to  comply  with 
the  terms  required  of  second  course  students, 

*  To  such  students  as  attend  three  sessions  or  more,  the  option  is  offered  of  the  divi- 
sion of  the  final  examination  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  as  follows: 

a.  A  first  examination,  which  may  take  place  after  attendance  ui>on  two  courses  of 
lectures  on  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  to  include  these  branches  i 
the  result  of  which  examination  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

b.  A  second  examination,  which  may  occur  after  the  remaining  requirements  of  Rule 
Fourth  (see  Requirements  for  Graduation),  shall  have  been  fulfilled,  and  whieh  shall 
embrace  the  remaining  portion  of  the  curriculum.  The  result  of  this  second  examina- 
tion, added  to  the  recorded  result  of  the  first,  shall  constitute  the  final  vote  of  such 
candidate.  This  second  examination  must  take  place  within  three  years  after  the  record 
of  the  first  examination.

Ladies  wishing  to  be  received  on  this  basis,  must  forward  to  the 
Dean,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  applica- 
tion in  their  own  handwriting,  accompanied  by  satisfactory  testimonials 
as  to  character,  age,  qualification,  and  want  of  means.  The  applicant 
must  be  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years  of  age. 
The  successful  candidates  will  be  duly  notified. 

It  is  deemed  well  to  suggest  to  those  ladies  who  may  contemplate 
entering  college,  the  advantage  of  consulting,  at  once,  with  some  relia- 
ble physician,  who  may  be  able  to  give  systematic  direction  to  their 
course  of  study,  and  furnish  testimony,  when  required,  in  regard  to  the 
time  in  which  they  have  been  thus  engaged. 

Any  lady  who  does  not  incline  to  become  a  physician,  yet  desires 
instruction  in  some  of  the  branches  taught  in  a  Medical  College  as  a

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part  of  a  liberal  education,  may  take  the  tickets,  and  attend  the 
Lectures  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  Professors.
